"If  any  object  exists,"  sold  the  Information  chief,  "It  Is  being  tnvestlgoted  byguoMfied 
UFO  personnel  and  ony  comment  os  to  what  It  Is  otkI  where  It  came  from  must  come 
from  the  Pcntogon." 

The  stote  trooper  who  shot  the  photos  first  caught  the  UFOs  against  a background  of 
trees.  The  picture  clearly  shows  three  globe-shaped  objects  ot  treetop  level  just  off 
HIghwoy  28.  (The  officer  said  he  saw  only  two  "glowing  balls"  when  he  first  glimpsed 

the  UFOs.  He  wos  not  sure  whether  they  were  a "double  object"  or  two  seporate  UFOs.) 

After  the  first  shot  he  snapped  on  o filter  and  caught  another  picture  against  a cloud

background  with  the  UFOs  obove  the  treetops.  This  photo  clearly  shows  two  globetike 
objects  close  together.  A few  seconds  loter  the  UFOs,  or  double  LFO,  moved  swiftly 
out  of  sight* 

"I'll  be  honest  about  It.  It  scored  hell  out  of  me,"  the  state  trooper  admitted.  "I 
don't  believe  in  stuff  like  that,  but  we  sow  It  and  the  pictures  ore  there  to  prove  it. " 

Air  Force  sources  at  Englond  AFB  sold  the  only  other  occasion  of  UFOs  being  photo- 
graphed was  the  Lubbock  Lights  Texas  cose.

Usually  some  explonotion  is  quickly  odvonced,  but  the  close-up  pictures  j 

artd  the  troopers'  report  of  the  UFOs'  swift  climb  and  disappearance  rule  out  the  most  ! 

convenient  exploration:  leaking  weather  balloons.  Confronted  so  abruptly  and  publicly  I 

with  the  photographic  evidence  and  reports,  the  Air  Force  authorities  refused  even  j 

to  speculate.

As  a State  Trooper^  Offic^HIHl^  ^ trained  observer  and  therefor  it  la 
assumed  that  his  concrients  are  factu^il.and  accurate*  He  said  he  was  out  on 
highwajr  28^  approximately  2 miles  south  of  iijigland  AFB,  taking  pictures  of 
cloud  formations  (a  hobby  of  his)  with  his  Polaroid  Land  Camera.  (All 
I^tos  taken  that  day  were  \d.th  this  eamerai  at  an  opening  of  ^<dth 
Polaroid  200  film.  Some  pictures  were  taken  with  a filter^  others  without* 
F^tos  inclosed  are  noted  to  determine  «rtiether  or  not  a filter  was  used.) 

He  saw  these  "very  bright  lights"  while  he  was  looking  thn>ugh  the  view 
flndsr  of  the  camera.  He  snapped  picture  number  1 (without  a filter)^ 
placed  a filter  on  the  camera  and  approximately  30  seconds  later  snapped 
picture  number  two.  Inmediatel^after  snapping  the  second  picture,  the 
**lights"  disappeared.  Trooper never  saw  the  lights  with  his  naked 
eye.  Immediately  after  snapping  the  first  picture  he  looked  down  and 
started  wozking  on  the  film  and  the  filter  and  as  he  looke^up  he  brought 
the  camera  back  up  to  his  eye.

It  Is  our  opinion  that  the  spots 
are  either  "ghost  Images"  caused  by  internal  reflection  of  the  sun  (or  some  other 
light)  or  possible  CMier a- chamber  leak. 

3*  It  should  be  pointed  out  that  the  camera  was  pointed  due  North;  the  sxan 
was  almost  directly  overhead  of  the  photographer  at  that  time  (1200  Noon)  and 
that  the  viewfinder  on  the  Polaroid-Land  Camera  is  of  such  size  as  to  pick  up 
the  sun's  reflected  image.
